ORDER 

New Delhi, the 18th December 1976 

8.0. 802(E).—Whereas the Central Government Is of opinion in respect of the 
tea unit known as Sephlnjurl Bheel 'Tea Estate, P. O. Medley, situated in the dis¬ 
trict of Cachar, Assam owned by Messrs by Basantlpur Tea Company Private Limit¬ 
ed, 138. Biplabi Rashbehari Bose Road, Calcutta-1, that,— 

(a) the average yield of the tea unit during the years 1971 to 1975 has been 

lower than the district average yield by twenty-five per cent; 

(b) the persons owing the tea unit have habitually made default in the pay¬ 

ment of provident fund dues of workers and other employees, and 

other dues as they are under an obligation to pay under certain laws 

for the time being in force; and 

(c) the tea unit is being managed in a manner highly detrimental to the 

tea industry and to public Interest; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of 
Section 18B of the Tea Act. 1953 (29 of 1953), the Central Government hereby 
appoints for the purpose of making a full and complete investigation into the 
affairs of the said tea unit, a body of persons consisting of:—

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4. Shri S. P. Slnjih, Cost Accounts Officer, Bureau of Public Enterprises, 
New Delhi. 

2. The..said body shall submit its report to the Central Government within 
a period of 90 days from the date of publication of thi s Order in the Official 
Gazette.
